The Progress of Simultaneous Weather 
Observations in Different Countries. 


Sr Stations to be Established Along 
tie Different Cable Telegraph Lines. 
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So important have weather indications 
become tl they are now generally placed at 
the head ol the cditorial department or at 
some other conspicuous place in all first-class 
daily newspapers. The United States Govern- 
ment now spends hundreas of thousands of 
collars every year torthe maintenance of the 
weather service and forimprovements which 
are constantly being made. This has all come 
about since the war. Previous to that time it 
was believed, even by most scientific men, that 
the science of meteorelogy cguld never be so 
thoroughly understood asto become of great 
practical benefit. Itistrue there were men 
as far back asthe middle ot the eighteenth 
century who believed that the laws 
which governed winds, storms and rainfalls 
would become so well understood that predic- 
tions of coming atmospheric changes might be 
made with some certainty, but these were 
prophets who saw far in advance of the pco- 
ple about tnem. It remained forthe United 
States Government to establish thoroughly sys- 
tematic weather ebservations and forecasts. 
France had a meteorologieal bureaujmany years 
azo,and England had weather observations 
taken by the coast guard, but the United States 
have gone far ahead of both these countries in 
the matter of simultaneous observations, and 
in the publication for the people of charts and 
reports derived from such observations. The 
United States Signal Service was organized in 
1871 by the intrusting of weather observations 
to persons of the regular army. The Signal 
Service Corps has now become a body of offi- 
cers and men as separate and distinct asthe 
Engineer Corps. 

‘The United States was not only 

THE FIRST COUNIRY 

to systematize weather observations and 
mukke forecasts, but it was the 
first country to suggest an international weath- 
er service. It is reasonavlethat if meteorolog- 
ical observations are of value to a single coun- 
try, they can be of much greater advantage to 
ali the countries of the world when taken in 
conjunction. Observations confined 
to a single country are aec- 
essarily incomplete, since atmospheric 
chunges are subject to Causes that may exist 
outside the range of observation in that par- 
ticular country. 

Toillustrate: A storm originating on the east 
Const ot Asia and coming xcross the Pacilic to 
the United States cannot be fully comprehenud- 
d by observations made on the west Coast 
oftbis country. OnJuiyl, 1875, there was 
commenced at the chief. Signal Service office 
of the United States the publication of 
A DAILY INTERNATIONAL WRATHER BULLETIN. 
Which bas proved a most satisfactory success, 
The countries to be embraced are Algiers, Aus- 
tralusia, Austria, Belgium, Central America, 
China, Denmark, France, Germany, Great 

tritain, Greece, Greenland, Iceland, India, 
Ituiv, Japan, Mexico, Morocco, Tne Nether- 
lands, Norway, Portugal, Russia, Spain, 
Sweden, Switzerland, Tunis, Turkey. British 
North America, the United States, the Azores, 
Ma'ta, Mauritius, Sandwich Islands, South 
Africa, South America and West Indies. 

The observations in these countries are now 
tuken simultancously—that is, at the same mo 
ment ot physical time. Itisso arranged ,that 
tle observers at Washington, St. Petersburg, 
Stockholm, Paris, te, are at their work pre- 
cisely atthe same moment, not by local or 
clock time, but by real time,so that they are all 
working at ovee. Of course, if the observa 
tions were taken by local time, they would be 
of but little value, as the same conditions 
would not existat one place that existed at 
oWing to the difference of time. 

rHE KESULT 
of these international simultaneous o>serva- 
tions is that a chart is made, whith 
photograph ot the atmosphere of 
several countries ata single moment. This is 
u most wondertul achievement of science, and 
one that is destined to be productive of 
infitite benefit. It begins to lock as though 
the winds About to wee 
caged and storms con- 
trolled. With weather observations on 
the coast lines of North America, Asia, Eu- 
ore and Amstraha, as wellas inthe interior 
of those countries, it would appear that me 
tcorology will soon be reduced to so plain a 
science that its laws will become as tawiiliar as 
the rules of simple arithmetic. 

The system of international observations has 
so tur progressed that on July 1, 1873, it be 
come possible for the first time to commence 
the issue ot 

A DAILY INTERNATIONAL WEATHER MAP, 
charted daily and issued daily, euch chart 
based upon data appenring upon the Interna- 
tional Bulletin ef Simultaneous Reports of the 
summe date. The charting extends around the 
werld, and embraces tor its area the whole 
Northern Hemisphere. 

The aversge number of daily simultaneous 
observations now made in foreign countries is 
293. The total nuniber of stations on land and 
on Vessels at sea from which reports are en- 
tered inthe bulletin regularly is 557. The co- 
operation of the different nations secured by 
this plan of exchange makes the additional cost 
to the United States ot the grand sys 
tem of reports it makes possible but 
little more than that of the 
cost of the preparation, paper and bis ling of 
the International Bulletin avd the accompany- 
ing Charts, a cost that would have to be vorne 
in the preservation of the regular records. 

In view of the existence of the system of 

SIMULTANEOUS REPORTS 
tobe made by the naval and commercial ma 
rines of the United States and other nations, 
andto provide for its extension and greater 
usefulness, caretully tested barometers ot ths 
best make have been prepared and located, as 
standards, atthe ports of New York and San 
Francisco. These barometers are put up in 
some public building so they can be easily seen 
by all who are interested. With the es. 
operation of other countries it is also proposed 
by the United States Governmeutto establish 
OCEAN STATIONS 

for observation along the aiiferent cable tele 
graph lines. This is not believed to be imprac- 
ticable. Thestation will bea kind of boat or 
ship attached by a wire to the cable, sothat 
telegraphic reports may be sent either way and 
be published at both ends simultane. 
ously, No attempt has yet been male 
to construct one of those ocean stations, but 
with the present impetus of international me- 
teoroloyuical observatien, it will not be sur- 
prising ifsuch athing is not successfully ac 
cCmphshed inside ot another year. In this 
way a line ot stations can be established 

the several cables that now 
run across the Atlantic, and it 
will then be possible for a ship starting from 
New York to know the condition of the at- 
mosphere on several ocean tracks. And 

IT MAY BE 

that it will be so arranged in the 
thatshbips can pass these stations, 
signols tearn of approaching storms long in 
advance of their arrival. It ar 
to form any conception ol! the results that may 
come frem those simultaneous observations. 
And there is one feature atvout thein that 
speaks in eloguent t- for the progress of 
the age. show the civilized nations of 
the working hand in hand 
for the common good. it was 
formerly the aim of every country to ad 
Vance jts own interests tothe exclusion of thea 
Interests of every other country; butit now 
seems that science is going to estulish the 
gleut 
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BROTHERHOOD OF NATIONS 
that in the past has been nothing but a dream. 
Ihe system oft international weather 
obseivation is largely dependent 
upon the telegraph, as it can flash the obser- 
vations wade at different points on the globe 
to one central pointina moment. By hnow- 
ing the exact condition of the atmosphere all 
over a hemisphere, forecast for that much of 
the world can be mude with as much precision 
as for a continent oraState. The Signal Ser- 
vice of the United States is now so thoroughly 
organized, and has attained so much 
emcienev, that the indications referred to at the 
beginning of this article are generally reliable. 
The time will come wher they will becone ab- 
solutely reliabic, for meteorology isa science 
ot absolute physical laws upon which positive 
calculations may be based. It is 
propriate to quote at the 
of this article an extract a 
report lately made by the Chief ot the United 
Stutes Signal Service: . 

»Jhe questions as to the translations of 
storms from continent to continent, and of the 
times and directions they may take in such 
movements; the movement of areas of high

TIME-WORN PAPERS. 


The Records of the First Court in 
St. Louis. 


A Court-Martialat Fort St. Chartes 
in 1768. 


Private Archives 
Churches. 


The oldest books in the St. Louis (ourt-house 
are there dingy, brown andancient-looking 
volumes, each bearing in its mike-up, pen- 
manship and wording the authentic evidence 
of its age. : 

These books are severally the records of the 
Court of Common Vieas, of the Court of Oyer 
and Terminer, and the docket of the Court of 
Common Pleas. Their opening date is 1804 
and they contain ail the proeredings of the in 
stitut ion of justice under the United States 
Government. . 

The handwriting in allthree volumes is very 
neat and clean, done evidently with a quill pen, 
end the first words, ‘‘Ufiited Statesot Ameri- 
Cu, are made with a boldness that indicates a 
certain amount of assertion. The next dating is 
‘*District ot Loutsiana, St. Louis 
Distriet, and the statement following 13 that 
the proceedings were begun and holden in the 
house of Mr. Emillian Foustes, ou the third 
Tuesday of December, in this year of our Lora 
1804. August Chouteau, Esq., Presiding Jus 
tice, and Jacque Clumorgan, John Mullanphy, 
Peter Delauney and James Mackay were pres- 
ent, and the court opened and adjourned 
until to-morrow morniog at 10 o'clock. 
On Wednesday morning the court 
ordered that the british (with 1 
sinall **b’’) common law practice of surren 
dering by the bail should be observed. 

THE PINST TRI .

lexst charm of the records, 

THE OLDEST DOCUMENT 
inthe possession ef the Cirenit 
back to 1768; it is im very 
French, and in many places the 
has become obliterated with time. 

It is a record by M. Labruxtere of atrial held 
at the Fort St. Charles, the first tort at the 
mouth of the Missoury, in which a numberof 
witnesses were examined, and their testimony 
all recorded. Labruxiere records that he was 
sulb-delege from M. Rive, and that the’contro- 
versy was between the Sieur Jacob de Barelas 
and Don Fernand de Giomes. The paper is tat- 
tered and worn, and almost illegible. It is 
one of a bundle 01 old papers 
mostly the records ot judicial 
proceedings, part ot the first French Domina 
tion, and very fewef the names mentioned in 
the papers are heard on the streets to-day. 
The oldest recordsin the city are those in the 
possession of the Cathedral Church, 
its archives going back tothe foundation 
cf the citv, and covering its whole history to 
the present day. Records of marriages. births 
and deaths and the different accessions of 
church property are spread upon the worm 
eaten and almost undecipherabic pages ot the 
earlier papers. a 

Father Edw-w. Saulnier, one of the oldest 
priests in tbe city, who died ten or tteen 
years ngo, left a great many papers and books 
containing material for the history of the 
town, and all of the older Freneh 
families have in their Possession 
documents which would be of much interest if 
given to the public. Thisis particularly the 
case with families like the Ayubuchons ani 
Archambaults in the country, andthe chou 
texus in St. Louis, who have made a special 
point of collecting and ‘holding their tamily 
histories. 1 

All the early papers are of coursein French, 
but they ure written usually in 
such a crabbed character, and 
with so many strange novreviations, 
that the labor ot deciphering it is usually very 
great,
